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BRITISH AND AMERICAN 


FOXHOUND STUD BOOKS 





In the breeding of purebred livestock the British are facile princeps. 
One has only to think of the registered breeds of horses, ponies, beef and 
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dairy cattle, sheep, pigs, dogs or what have you, now popular the world 
over. In virtually all categories Britain is responsible for more breeds than 
all the other countries of the world put together. Partly this is because 
the British have a combination of soil and climate particularly suited to 
livestock, especially grazing livestock, partly because they are good hus- 
bandmen and feed well. More important still is the special talent of the 
British for mating their stock in such a way as to produce desired results. 
They are keen judges as to make, shape and performance. And they have 
long memories as to bloodlines with a special genius for combining them 
in effective patterns. 

Naturally these talents have been applied to foxhounds and foxhunting, 
the equestrian sport which is more British than any other. Many genetic- 
ists believe that the English foxhound is the greatest triumph of the breed- 
er’s art, in uniformity of shape, color and working qualities. 

Another factor which has kept the British breeder constantly in front 
is his realisation that times change and so must livestock breeding. Breed- 
ers have constantly studied the demands of domestic and foreign stockmen 
and have usually anticipated them with new strains and types. For ex- 
ample Masters of Basset Hounds in Britain are now developing a straighter 
legged and sounder type of hound which will undoubtedly enable them, in 
a few years ago, to re-establish the export trade, recently much reduced be- 
cause of increased local breeding in this country and others. 

Even though their stud books are scrupulously kept and guarded, the 
British, unlike most breed societies in this country, have never been afraid 
to admit outside strains once they have become convinced that these can 
make an important contribution. Many years ago the partly Welsh hounds 
of Sir Edward Curre, having established superiority of nose and cry and 
the ability to reproduce themselves consistently, were admitted to the 
British Foxhound Kennel Stud Book. Recently the partly Fell hounds of 
the College Valley, the Cotley Harriers and a few other packs were also 
admitted under an amendment reading: “providing it can be proved that 
such hounds come from an established pack of foxhounds which has been 
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hunting the fox only for at least ten 
years and that the antecedents of 
such hounds, going back for five 
generations, have been kept for 
hunting the fox only.” Changed con- 
ditions in Britain now call for a 
lighter type of hound with better 
nose and cry, a hound much closer 
to present American standards. 
For over 40 years British Thor- 
oughbred breeders did their utmost, 
under the so-called Jersey Act, 
to exclude American Thoroughbred 
strains from their own and other 
stud books, only to capitulate in the 
end. British hound breeders, fortu- 
nately, have quite a different point 
of view. Early this year Col. J. E. S. 
Chamberlayne, Hon. Secretary of 
the (British) Masters of Foxhounds 
Association, wrote to William Almy, 
Jr., Secretary of the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association of America, 
calling his attention to the above 
amendment and suggesting that 
hounds entered in the latter Associ- 
ation’s Foxhound Kennel Stud Book 
of America (Consolidated) might 
also be eligible for registration in 
the British book. After some corres- 
pondence the question was speci- 
fically acted upon by the Committee 
of the British Association, following 
which Col. Chamberlayne wrote that 
a hound with American ancestry 
would be admissible if the pack from 
which it came met the conditions of 
the above amendment and if its an- 
cestry could be proved through reg- 
istration in the F.K.S.B. of America. 
He also wrote, more specifically: 


“Provided that the hound fulfilled 
the conditions above, it would not 
matter under which section of your 
Stud Book it had been registered, 
either American, English or Cross- 
bred.” 


We commend the tolerance of 


the British M.F.H. Association to 
American hound men about to en- 
gage in a heated argument as to the 


relative merits of their own particu- 
lar strains.

A jockey who leaves no stone un- 
turned in his efforts to win may find that 
there are times when his own zealous- 
ness defeats his purpose.

Transplanted from Pimlico, the race 
attracted 6 starters and the ‘chaser bred 
by Mrs. Robert C, Winmill found little 
trouble in chalking up his second triumph 
of the season, Off slowly from the start- 
er’s bell, the eventual winner was Sth over 
the initial obstacle with C, Mahlon Kline’s 
Pine Shot showing the way. The latter’s 
display of speed was brief, as he tired 
before the 4th fence to be replaced by the 
Barclay Stable’s *Ballybrittas. Moving 
closer on his own courage, Hill Tie ad- 
vanced to be 2nd to *Ballybrittas until 
approaching the 9th, where he moved up to 
even terms with the Irish-bred ’chaser. 

As the field narrowed to 4, Hill Tie 
moved away to hold sway by 5 lengths 
over the 12th jump, with *Ballybrittas, 
Carthage and Pine Shot in his wake, as 
named, Leading over the 14th and final 
obstacle by 6 lengths, Hill Tie drew away 
to be guided under the wire by A, P. 
(Paddy) Smithwick a winner by 9 lengths. 
Closing well, but unable to threaten the 
winner, Sidney Watters, Jr.’s Carthage 
was 2nd, 3 lengths ahead of *Ballybrittas, 
who had a l-length advantage over the 
favored Pine Shot.

Steeplechasing At Aqueduct

Slightly over 43,000 were on hand for 
the opening of the new Aqueduct, the “Big 
A”’ as the ‘‘short coated boys” have plug- 
ged it, and part of the gala opening day 
program was a good allowance hurdle 
race, The Good and Plenty, which drew 
seven starters, For three or four fences, 
Versus and Hustle alternated the lead with 
the remainder of the field in close attend- 
ance. Going by the stands the second time, 
Marion Frankel’s Sinn Feiner, with Harry 
Hatcher in the irons, took command by a 
narrow margin. He gradually increased 
this from half a length to open daylight, 
and then widened on his field in the 
stretch to score by two and ahalf, Caught, 
which ran well in the last half mile, 
finished strongest and was second a length 
and a half in front of Hunter’s Lad, 
The latter made a game move around the 
last turn, and looked equal to giving the 
winner an argument until approaching the 
final hurdle, Behind these three Versus, 
Hustle, Clear Call and *Esteco 2nd were 
heads apart in that order. After the race, 
it was the general opinion of all that 
the new steeplechase-hurdle course, with 
its ‘‘combination” and portable fences, 
pivoting wings, etc., the grass, were all 
good, and provide a fair test of a jumper. 

The following day, a field of lesser 


hurdlers saw trainer-rider, Kenneth Field 
taste his first victory since taking over 
the training of Mrs. Henry Obre’s stable. 
His mount was *Brendan, a five-year-old 
Irish-bred, by Windsor Slipper which was 
brought here by Michael G, Walsh. Colin 
MacLoed’s Tearmunn opened up a size- 
able lead in the race early, and threaten- 
ed to run away with it. However, a series 
of bobbles brought the horse back to the 
others going down the far side the last 
time, and he gave way to *Brendan around 
the last turn and into the stretch and 
finished second four lengths behind the 
winner. A_ three-year-old, Mrs. Polly 
Denckla’s Doggone Good, ran a good race 
in this company and was a close up third 
followed by Prince Nam. A spectacular 
fall marked the race when the favorite, 
Rotal fell at the second jump with his 
rider Scottie Schulhofer taking a long slid- 
ing fall between his legs. 


Harbor Hill 

Principal race of the week was the 
Harbor Hill Steeplechase on Thursday, 
Sept. 17th. Limited by an eligibility clause, 
it drew seven allowance brush horses, 
topped by Mrs. June McKnight’s *Narcis- 
sus 2nd at 152 Ibs. However, the free 
running Gridiron, with 144 lbs., and Eddie

Just as 
he started to get up, Carthage with Evan 
Jackson came over the jump and was 
unable to miss the fallen horse, Carthage 
struck *Antonino in the midsection, with 
Jackson flying off and making a complete 
somersault before he hit the ground. 
Neither rider was seriously injured, but 
*Antonino suffered internal injuries and ; 
may not race again this season. In the 
winners’ circle after the race, trainer 
Morris H, Dixon accepted the huge silver 
trophy on behalf of Mr. Kline from screen 
star Joan Crawford, 

The Northwood Handicap, a mile and 
seven eighths hurdle handicap on Friday, 
and a prep race for the Bushwick during 
the second week, drew a field of five 
acceptances. Four winners were in the 
field, but the victor was Mrs. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s maiden, the four-year-old 
Beau Shah. Given a good ride by Tommy 
Walsh, the grey gelded son of the mare 
Beaubabs, vied for the early lead with 
Real Fancy. After disposing of that one, 
Walsh rated his mount in front and with- 
stood several challenges during the run- 
ning. These all fell short before he 
rounded into the stretch, and he coasted 
up to the wire with an advantage of about 


six lengths. Behind him Real Fancy, 
December, Hustle and the favorite, Navy

Rather a small horse, he won 
the New and Dewhurst Stakes and dead- 
heated for the Prince of Wales Stakes 
as a 2-year-old, He was unbeaten at 3, 
winning the Epsom Derby, the St. Leger, 
the Chester Vase and the Princess of 
Wales Stakes. He also won the March 
and Burwell Stakes as a 4-year-old and 
was third in the Ascot Gold Cup, 

At the stud he headed the English sire 
list six times and was second four times. 
Many of his sons have also been great 
sires including “Heliopolis, ‘*Alibhai, 
Owen Tudor, *Khaled, etc, Anexceptional- 
ly prolific horse, he continued to get 
mares in foal long after other sires were 
dead or retired. 


HIGH PRICES FOR BRITISH STALLION

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The Bryn Mawr Hound Show 


George Cole Scott 


This year the Bryn Mawr Hound Show 
was dominated by the beagles. A total 
of one hundred and twenty-six were enter- 
ed in the various classes and nine packs 
appeared on the race course to compete 
for the Pack Class trophies. David B. 
Sharp, with his Treweryn Beagles, won 
the thirteen inch class and Mrs. David 
B, Sharp, with her Nantucket Beagles, won 
the fifteen inch class. The Champion 
Beagle Pack trophy went to Treweryn. 
(A complete story on the beagle and 
bassett portion of the show will appear in 
a later issue of The Chronicle.) 

By comparison the foxhound show was 
overshadowed. The best attended was the 
American hound ring. There the entry 
consisted of hounds from seven different 
packs, but conspicuous by their absence 
were Essex Foxhounds and the Millbrook 
Hounds who, in previous years, carried 
off a considerable number of the prizes 
and ribbons. 

In the Penn-Marydel ring five packs 
were represented while in the Cross-bred 
ring the Vicmead Hunt arrived with a 
substantial entry to fine the two other 
competing packs had been scratched and 
no contest was held, Once again there 
were no entries for an English Hound 
Class. 


American Foxhounds 

In the American ring the Orange County 
Hunt made a clean sweep in the dog hound 
half of the show, taking first in every 
class. Their Bagman °56 emerged as the 
Champion Dog Hound to repeat his victory 
of 1958. In the bitch division Potomac 
Tweet Tweet °56 was again the outstanding 
winner and went on to defeat Bagman °S6 
and be declared, for the third successive 
year, the Champion American Foxhound 
of the show. This victory for Tweet Tweet 
°56 was of particular interest because at 
the Virginia Hound Show two weeks before 
these two had met for the same final 
championship and Bagman °56 was declar- 
ed the winner. The big difference at Bryn 
Mawr was that in the intervening time 
Tweet Tweet °56 had lost several pounds. 
At the Virginia Show the judges declared 
her to be soft and unfit; at the Bryn 
Mawr Show she was definitely in better 
condition, 

We would comment that two hounds of 
excellent conformation could hardly be 
more unlike than Orange County Bagman 
*56 and Potomac Tweet Tweet °S6, Admit- 
tedly one is a dog hound and the other a 
bitch, but even allowing for this, Tweet 
Tweet °S6 represented almost the ideal

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hound whereas Bagman °56 represented a 
handsome American type with a heavy 
bone structure. One must ask to what 
extent Masters wish to breed toward the 
heavier framed hound that is characteris- 
tic of the Orange County pack, as com- 
pared to a finely drawn hound like Tweet 
Tweet °56? There appear to be many who 
feel that in our rough American countries, 
with woven wire fences, the lighter hound 
may be more suitable. On the other hand, 
in a country such as is hunted by the 
Orange County, there is little wire of 
any sort and not much rough going. The 
answer obviously is that Masters must 
breed for the kind of country they hunt. 

To finish their almost clean sweep 
Orange County won the Pack Class with 
second place going to the Potomac Bitch 
Pack. 

Particular interest was shown in the 
entry from the Metamora Hunt. These 
large hounds have full feathered sterns 
and rangy bodies. They have been home 
bred in the past decade, but trace blood 
lines to Walker and other field trial 
hounds. While not of the conformation 
now sought by most Masters of organized 
packs, a number of them were good exam- 
ples of what one finds at field trials. 
Their pack made a good showing in the 
pack class and the hounds did not dis- 
play any of the undesirable individual 
tendencies sometimes attributed to Walker 
hounds. 

The Judges of the American Foxhound 
division were William Almy, Jr. of South 
Westport, Massachusetts and William W, 
Brainard, Jr. of Far Hills, New Jersey. 


Penn-Marydel Hounds 

The Penn-Marydel portion of the Bryn 
Mawr Hound Show brings together each 
year a small group who maintain their 
own stud book and continue to breed their 
packs quite apart from the other American 
foxhounds. 

It is thought that these hounds prob- 
ably trace their origin to Irish ancestry 
but they have been bred on the Delaware- 
Maryland penninsular for over two hundred 
years. We note with interest that the first 


recorded importation of red foxes to this 


country was to Chestertown, Maryland in 
1730. The terrain in that area is fertile 
agricultural land with crops, plowed fields 
and a dry loamy soil so that a good nose 
is of great importance. Also, as the 
coverts are large, a good voice is neces- 
sary, and these have always been the main 
attributes of these hounds. Breeding over 
the years was largely by trial and error 
without very adequate records so that 
exact knowledge of the origin of these 
hounds is somewhat cloudy. 

Although they developed excellent nose 
and cry, the running gear was somewhat 
neglected and the old fashion type of 
Eastern Shore hounds were inclined to 
have loose feet and not too straight legs. 
Another characteristic is their long ears 
and loose skin under the throat.

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About thirty years ago Roy Jackson 
brought these hounds to Pennsylvania. 
Together with Walter Jeffords, Joseph 
Ewing and others, they started their own 
stud book, giving their breed the Penn- 
Marydel name in honor of their original 
home plus their newly adopted country. 
They immediately began to improve the 
breed. More than anything else emphasis 
was placed on nose and cry, which was 
the primary reason they did not join in 


the American Hound portion of theM.F.H. 
Stud Book. Only in recent years has more 
attention been given to their feet and legs. 

As a result, the Penn-Marydel hounds 
today are not as well built as American 
hounds, but they are fast approaching 
the same type. Their proponents still 
prefer to keep their own stud book and a 
separate division of the hound show. The 
final result may eventually be a hound 
with all of the balanced symetry of the 
American Foxhound, but with even better 
nose and cry. 

In this part of the show competition 
was more evenly divided between Mr.

At the conclusion of the show the 
Judges had considerable difficulty in pick- 
ing the best hound. Rolling Rock Dutchess 
°58 was a bitch with an excellent body 
and running gear, more nearly like 
American hounds, but the head and ears 
were not typical Penn-Marydel. Mr. 
Jeffords’ Arthur °56 on the other hand, 
while not quite perfect, was never the 
less more nearly the Penn-Marydel type 
including head and ears, so he was pick- 
ed as the best of the show. 

M. Jeffords’ Hounds won the Pack 
Class and then entered the larger pack 
class with the American Hounds where they 
were third. This pack of black and tan 
hounds, led by their huntsman and whipper- 
in in forest green coats, is always very 
striking. 

The Judges of the Penn-Marydel divi- 
sion were Wilbur Ross Hubbard of 
Chestertown, Maryland and James R, 
Kerr, Jr. of West Grove, Pennsylvania. 


American Foxhound Club 

At the Annual Meeting of the American 
Foxhound Club Newell J. Ward, Jr. retired 
as President and the new President, 
Sherman P, Haight, Jr., announced that he 
would appoint a committee to study the 
present Standard for the American Fox- 
hound. This is a task that has long been 
overdue. The present Standard makes no 
mention of such things as condition, spirit 
and gaiety. There is also some con- 
siderable difference of opinion as to the 
ideal height of a dog hound and a bitch 
and, generally, it is felt that the whole 
of the Standard should be redrawn, 

John B, H, Carter, the President of 
the Bryn Mawr Hound Show, commented 
on the poor entry in the foxhound divisions 
and said that there had been consider- 
able pressure brought to bear on the 
Committee to change the date of the Show 
from September to May or June. After 
the meeting there was a discussion of 
this proposal by all concerned and the 
general opinion seemed to be that, if the 
earlier date were chosen to accommodate 
those who were asking for the change, 
then the Show Officials had the right to 
expect regular entries from those packs. 
John Carter stated that he proposed to send 
out a questionnaire to better ascertain 
the feeling of the Masters. 

Sherman Haight also stated that a 
change in the date of the Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show would have a definite effect 
on the dates of the other three official 
shows of the M.F.H, Association and 
the American Foxhound Club, i.e., the 
Canadian, Litchfield and Virginia Shows. 
Haight said he would endeavor to 
coordinate the plans for these shows so 
that none of them would conflict and make 
it possible and convenient for those who 
wished to attend two or more shows.

Peterborough Foxhound Show 


For the first time since World War 
Il both Championships at the 1959 Peter- 
borough Royal Foxhound Show were award- 
ed to the same kennel - The Duke of 
Beaufort’s. This is the third year since 
the show began in 1878 that this ‘*double”’ 
has been achieved by The Badminton 
hounds, who now have 22 Peterborough 
Championships to their credit. Only eight 
times in all Peterborough’s long history 
has any one pack held both Champion 
Cups and no other kennel has done so 
more than once, This year’s Peterborough, 
then, proved a red-letter one for the Duke 
of Beaufort’s; but there was great re- 
joicing, too, for the S, Berks, who pro- 
vided the strongest opposition to the 
Badminton contestants and took home to 
Berkshire an enviable number of prizes. 
This pack has not often showed at Peter- 
borough since the War; but has had fre- 
quent successes at Aldershot and their 
successes there in May doubtless spurred 
them on to attain even greater triumphs. 

There were entries this year from 22 
packs, but there were notable absentees - 
the Heythrop (whose Joint-Master and 
huntsman, Captain Ronnie Wallace, judged 
the doghounds with Mr. G, A. Cowen from 
the Braes of Derwent), the Portman, and 
the Puckeridge, which latter kennel was 
entered, but cancelled when their kennel 
huntsman became ill. The Heythrop, in- 
cidentally, were parading twice at the 
White City that day and Captain Wallace 
travelled from Peterborough to London 
during the afternoon in order to take them 
round the ring at the evening performance. 

The S, Berks had a useful young dog, 
Dabster, in the initial class for hounds 
from a kennel which has not won a Ist 
at Peterborough since 1949, He came of 
an exceptionally good light-coated litter 
represented by his sister Dabchick in the 
proud position of Reserve Champion. In 
his class he was defeated by a N, War-

wickshire dog, Partner, tri-colour with 
splashes of white, who in turn was runner- 
up for the Special Prize of a hunting horn 
awarded to the best young hound in the 
first two classes. This was won by an 
outstanding dog from the Cotswold, who 
won the couple class with his brother, 
named after his sire, The Duke of Beau- 
fort’s Woodcock °SS. This is a dog to be 
borne in mind for the future. His dam, 
Cotswold Dainty °55, is by a sire from 
the Curre, that unique white pack on the 
Welsh border, bred for so many years 
by the late Sir Edward Curre. She is a 
wonderful brood bitch, and her sons and 
daughters won honours for the Cotwold at 
last year’s Peterborough; whilst she her- 
self won her class at last year’s West 
of England Show and went on to gain the 
Championship there. Woodcock and Work- 
man were a slashing young couple, with 
size and quality. 

Two new classes were introduced this 
year, for novice couples of entered hounds, 
The H,. H. brought two white-coated 
brothers by a Puckeridge sire to win 
the doghound division, defeating the S. 
Berks in this class - a great triumph, 
since this couple included the subsequent 
Reserve Champion, It was nice to see 
the Fernie showing, and winning a 3rd 
in this class, and a lst in the correspond- 
ing class for bitches, since they suffered 
such a severe loss only a month or so 
previously, when six couples - many of 
their best hounds - were killed in a 
level crossing disaster in which Gupwell, 
their huntsman, himself had a narrow 
escape. 

The two couples class for doghounds 
was not up to the high standard of last 
year; but five packs competed, and the 
Duke of Beaufort’s won despite the fact 
that one of their strongest contestants 
was absent, having been knocked off the 
bench by the other hounds a few weeks 


earlier, injuring his stifle joint. The 
stallion hound representing the kennel 
this year was substituted, but did not 
complete the perfect match which last 
year’s memorable team achieved. Never- 
theless the quartet included a fine first 
season dog which later became Champion 
- Brimstone °58, by Heythrop Brigand °54 
out of Temple °54, that grand matron 
which last year won the class for Brood 
Bitches and in 1957 was West of England 
Champion, The Quorn showed an attractive 
racy-looking two couple, all by Fitzwilliam 
Democrat °54, well-matched tri-colour 
hounds, but perhaps a little lacking in 
masculinity. They were excellently shown 
by their new huntsman, Littleworth, who 
has succeeded George Barker after his 
30 long years at the Quorn. 

Fourteen stallion hounds made quite an 
impressive total and in this class once 
more the S, Berks was in the forefront, 
with Plunder °S7, a rich tan-and-white 
coloured dog with great depths and plenty 
of substance. He was placed above a 
useful orange-pied sire from Yorkshire, 
Sinnington Starter °56, who looked a 
thoroughly masculine type; but was 
perhaps at a disadvantage on account of a 
slight dip behind the shoulder, During the 
final judging of this class these two 
made an attempt to fight out the issue 
between themselves, but fortunately were 
separated without bloudshed on either 
side. 

The Championship resolved itself into 
a contest between the Duke of Beaufort’s 
and S, Berks. Brimstone, from the ducal 
kennel, a light brown, quality hound, was 
mentally weighed in the scales by the 
judges against Plunder from S, Berks. 
After some deliberation the ring steward 
announced that the decision had been given 


in Brimstone’s favour, Bert Pateman

adding a red-and-blue rosette to his 
green coat sleeve which already bore a 
winning scarlet. 

After the luncheon interval - and the 
customary encounters with friends met 
annually at this great gathering of fox- 
hunters - Lord Irwin, Master of the 
Middleton and Major Robert Peel, M.F.H, 
Cattistock, took up their places in the 
arena for the judging of the bitches. In 
common with the morning judges they 
looked with approval upon the S, Berks 
entries and in the very first class after 
lunch this kennel gained both a Ist and a 
3rd. 

Dabchick, the winner, deserves a 
paragraph to herself; she stood out in 
the novice class, where she was an easy 
victor, though H, H, Token, a quicksilver 
snow-white bitch, made a very good 
second, At Aldershot Show in May, Dab- 
chick was only defeated in the Champion- 
ship by that very lovely Heythrop bitch, 
Parsnip °58; and at Peterborough, after 
winning the Special Prize for the best 
unentered bitch, she was only defeated 
once more by the Duke of Beaufort’s 
Baroness. She was unlucky to come up 
against the green coats of Heythrop and 
Badminton, for wherever these two are 
to be seen it is usually a Sine Qua Non 
that the hounds shown wil some 
above the average and very hard indeed 
to beat, In the entered couples class, 
among competitors from sixteen packs, 
Dabchick and her partner, Dahlia, fought 
a losing battle against the Duke of Beau- 
fort’s two handsome young bitches; but 
when the Special Prize came to be award- 
ed, the tables were turned and Dabchick 
won over the Duke’s Gracious, Both were 
light-coated, Dabchick being bright lemon 
and white, and Gracious a “‘red” badger- 
pie, or as some prefer it, hare-pie. 

The Fernie won the new novice class 
amid great applause from their support- 
ers. This was a very typical couple of 


dark tan bitches, and it seemed as though 
the Fernie possessed a distinct type, 
even to their characteristic square heads 
and pronounced “‘stop”’ above the muzzle. 
All were so dark as to be almost classi- 
fied as black and tan; but with a little 
white here and there. 

Probably the most striking entry in 
the whole show was the beautiful quartette 
of Badminton bitches; a most impressive 
light-coated two couple, of very aristo- 
cratic bearing and with some of the 
bluest blood in the foxhound world, As 
a team they were enchanting; as individuals 
they appeared almost perfection, and per- 
haps the pick of the bunch was that 
altogether delightful bitch, last year’s 
Champion, Doormat °57. She went on to 
win the Brood Bitch class from the 
Harrogate Champion, Quorn Solvent °S7, 
who was herself a very likeable bitch; 
but the issue was never really in doubt, 
for Doormat was quite outstanding in the 
best of company. She only whelped on 
May 3rd, but was produced in perfect 
condition, with her figure back to normal 
and looking the picture of fitness. Indeed, 
all the entries from Badminton looked 
ready to go hunting the very next day. 
Doormat is a white bitch with brown 
markings on her head and the base of 
her stern. She is a worthy daughter of 
that great old dog Distaff °52, who sired 
Champion Bitches at two successive 
Peterboroughs, and is now taking his 
Otium Cum Dignitate at the Blackmore 
Vale Kennels, where he was founded a 
dynasty in recent years. 

A final battle between Badminton and 
S. Berks ended a day of triumph for 
the Duke’s, when Baroness °58 gained the 
Championship from Dabchick, The former, 
one of the winning two couple, is a light- 
coated, deep, amd good-bodied bitch, 


naturally more furnished than the younger 
hound, who was possessed, however, of a 
most graceful front and elegant swan neck, 
No doubt these bitches - which have a 
certain similarity in type and colouring, 
though dissimilar in blood - both have a 
great future before them.

Fox hunting began with excitement this 
season at Indian Hill, Ohio. One of the 
advantages of Camargo hunting is that we 
can still hunt out of our back doors, so 
to speak. The country is varied with 
farm land, heavy and hilly coverts, and 
spacious domains reminiscent of the 
Hampshire countryside of England. It is 
indeed a rarity to find good hunting so 
close to a large industrial city, and we 
are spoiled by not yet having to use 
trailers to get to our meets. On Labor 
Day a sporty looking field of 35 met at 
6:15 at Given and Spooky Hollow Roads. 

From here, Mr. Clippinger, Joint MFH 
directed Russell McKee our huntsman to 
draw in a direction calculated to dis- 
concert the clever fox population of the 
country called Blue Cut. No one was 
disappointed because two handsome cubs 
were pushed out almost at once by Graf- 
ton, a woolly old Welsh hound, and Hope- 
ful, one of our more photogenic cross- 
bred bitches. The two cubs ran together and 
the pack followed in full cry, well packed 
together. Grafton led, and the field saw 
him reach out within 50 feet of the hard 
pressed cubs. The pair ran almost to 
Keller Road and Candy Smith’s where 
they were smart enough to use a Herford 
beef herd to their advantage. Here we 
could see the two cubs split and go in 
different directions. After some as- 
sistance from the huntsman during the 
ensuing check, a further run followed and 
one fox was put to ground in a very deep 
covert near the railroad, just as the 
National Limited roared by, deafening the 
countryside. 

The 14 1/2 couple were collected and 
hacked to Mr. Fleischmann’s which we 
drew from north to south, a distance 
well over a mile, with intermittent cover

Once again 
enthusiastic followers of hounds turned 
out in force to participate inthe thirteenth 
annual show of the Virginia Foxhound 
Club on Saturday, August 29th, at 
Montpelier, historic home of James 
Madison, but for many years now, the 
home of Mrs. Marion DuPont Scott. 
Fortunate indeed are George Cole Scott 
and his hardworking committee, as well 
as all foxhound followers who annually 
attend this show, to have such a gracious 
hostess and friend as Mrs. Scott, who 
has lent her beautiful estate each year 
for this annual event. Although the ring 
and benches had been set up as usual 
under the ancient walnut trees on the 
lawn, the deluge which began before the 
10 AM starting time forced the committee 
to move the classes into one of the many 
outbuildings that dot this large estate. 
Despite somewhat crowded conditions, 
Judges Sherman P, Haight Jr., MFH, 
and Col, William H, Stovall, MFH, dis- 
patched their difficult duties with 
promptness and with what to this observer 
seemed great care and attention to detail. 

As has happened in the last several 
years of this show, hounds from Orange 
County and Potomac Hunts captured most 
of the top honors and the battle for points 
carried these two right up to the final 
Pack Class, with Orange County in the 
lead by one point. Potomac had entered 
both a dog pack and a bitch pack in this 
class which made double work for Hunts- 
man Douglas Burgess and honorary whip- 
per-in Mrs. William Carroll, but the 
Judges’ decision to favor the uniform and 
lively Potomac ladies gave that team the 
coveted ten points which allowed it to 
win the overall top honors by three points. 

In the Single Dog-Unentered Class 
Orange County produced a young hound

Matador - sired by their top hound Bag- 
man °56, who is outstanding, and should 
go on to greater glory at the shows 
when he has matured a bit. His excellent 
overall conformation, strong feet and ease 
of movement not only won this class for 
him but also captured the Championship 
for unentered hounds of either sex, and a 
leg on the Warrenton Hunt Challenge Cup. 
Matador also teamed up with his litter 
brother Manley to take first honors in 
the Couple of Dogs-Unentered. 

Potomac Hunts’ Trigger °58 by their 
Tony °S3 - their Tulip °53, in taking 
first place in the Single Dog-Entered 
Class while his litter brother Tennor 
*58 captured third place, started the 
Potomac Hunt on their long trail toward 
the team championship of the day. 

Orange County’s Bagman °S56, most 
famous son of their former Champion 
Oxford °54 who unfortunately was lost 
last season, began his winning ways by 
teaming up with Broker °57 to capture 
first place in the Couple of Dogs-Entered 
Class. He then went on to take permanent 
possession of the Orange County Challenge 
Cup, for stallion hounds having won it in 
1957 and 1958; the Chronicle Challenge 
Cup for the best Stallion Foxhound with 
Three of His Get - Manley, Matador and 
Jealously °58; and finally to capture the 
Deep Run Hunt Challenge Cup for the 
best American Dog Hound in the show - a 
truly outstanding achievement. Bagman '56 
later was pitted against Potomac Hunts’ 
Tweet-Tweet °56 who was named Cham- 
pion American Foxhound at the Bryn Mawr 
Houndshow, and after much deliberation 
by the judges was given the nod, thus 
winning the American Foxhound Club 
Challenge Trophy for the Champion Fox- 
hound of the Show. 

There were some excellent bitches 
shown this year in the bitch classes, and 
a definite improvement over previous 
years’ entries was obvious. Outstanding in 
substance and quality were Middleburg’s 
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Candy, an unentered bitch by their Fd 
*56 - Brown Smith’s Dinah °55 who won 
the blue in the single Bitch Class - un- 
entered, Orange County’s Jealousy who 
took second place, Potomac’s Taffy °58 
amd Fairfax’s Betsy °S6, Middleburg’s 
Candy gave Potomac Hunt’s Tweet-Tweet 
*56 real competition in the Old Dominion 
Hounds Challenge Cup for the best 
American Bitch Hound, and Orange 
County’s Matador in the Warrenton Hunt 
Challenge Cup for the best Unentered 
Hound, Another year of growth and 
development of this beautifully made tri- 
color bitch should make Candy a real 
contender for top honors. 

Potomac’s magnificent Tweet-Tweet 
*56, a truly beautifully made bitch, showed 
matured ability to win a third leg on the 
Middleburg Hunt Challenge Cup for the 
best Brood Bitch, thus retiring the love- 
ly trophy from further competition. Tweet- 
Tweet also gained a second leg on the 
Old Dominion Hounds Challenge Cup by 
her win over the youngster, Middleburg’s 
Candy. 

Of the Hunts having reported less than 
twenty couple of entered hounds in 1958, 
Fairfax took top honors, amassing a total 
of thirteen points, with three firsts and 
two seconds accounted for by the five 
hounds shown, 

It is this observer’s opinion that all 
hounds exhibited at this year’s show were 
of a better quality than has been witnessed 
in previous years. It seems quite evident 
that the breeding programs being carried 
out by the various Virginia Masters are 
producing hounds of more uniform size 
and bone, stronger legs and better arched 
toes, finer heads, necks and shoulders, 
exhibiting strength and power without being 
loaded,

Thirty years ago the first recognized 
Hunt in Minnesota, the Hermstead Hunt, 
flourished briefly and quite splendidly and 
then fell victim to the great depression. 
In the years that followed there always 
continued a strong interest in cross 
country riding to hounds, A regular fix- 
ture during the mid-1930’s was the Army 
drag hunt at Fort Snelling, Minnesota, 

Just prior to World War Il there was 
also a brief season or two out in the old 
Hermstead Hunt country when Stanley 
Dwinnell hunted a pack kenneled at Pine 
Tree Lake, 

Since World War II, however, there 
has been no formal fox hunting in Min- 
nesota until this year. 

In 1958 the Long Lake Trails Associa- 
tion enjoyed its first season of drag hunt- 
ing. The Long Lake Trails Association 
had been formed in 1945 by the hard 
core of cross country riders who especial- 
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established ir. Minnesota after thirty 
years. 

The nucleus of the existing pack was 
developed through the kindness and 
interest of the Sewickley Hunt. The Long 
Lake Hounds are most fortunate in hav- 
ing a fine draft of five couple of hounds 
from the Sewickley Hunt. We are partic- 
ularly grateful to Mr. Frank E, Richard- 
son, Jr., Joint Master, for his generosity 
and help in drafting these hounds to us. 
We are also grateful to the Old Dominion 
Hunt for sending in the summer of 1958 
a bred bitch who whelped a fine litter 
that is now the young entry for 1959, 

At present the duties of Joint masters 
are shared by Stuart Wells, Jr., and John 
Daniels. The former devotes the majority 
of his time to farmer relations, paneling 
the country, and work with the subscribers. 
The latter spends the bulk of his time 
working the pack, walking hounds, and 
hunting hounds. The Joint Masters are 
supported by a loyal and capable honorary 
staff. 

The prospects for the coming season 
are excellent.

Not for many years has it been possible 
to make such an early start with cub- 
hunting. I have records of the late Lord 
Galway’s, the Duke of Buccleuch’s, and 
other packs, commencing operations in 
the second week in July, and I fancy 
the American-born Mr. Ikey Bell in 1926 
was at work in June with the South and 
West Wilts. Last season the Saltersgate 
was the first northern pack to account 
for a cub, and it was the same this 
season, 

It was my old friend, the late Sir 
Alfred Pease, who so well summed up 
the aims, purpose and polity of cub-hunting 
when he wrote: 

We do not go to covert-side in Sept. 
to ride across country. We go to realise 
with our own eyes and ears that another 
hunting season has begun; to inhale the 
fresh air of the early morning, toexercise 
unconditioned horses, and to join those 
choice spirits who love the cry of hounds 
better than their beds. We know it will 
be ‘tally-ho backl’, ‘tally-ho back!’ all 
the morning. . . . .Much of the season’s 
success depends on how the pack is 
used during these two months. A pack is 
either made or marred during cub-hunting. 

Incomparable will Ogilvie dedicated 
one of his poems to cub-hunting. It opens: 

There’s a splash of pink on the August 
green - 

Little cub, little cub bewarel - 

Where the hedges glow with a wild-rose 
sheen 

There’s a patter of pads in the lane 
between 

And you’ll know too soon what those fooi- 
steps mean, 

So take care, little cub, take care! J.F-B.

members to wear the hunt button, A case 
in point is that in one recognized hunt 
not a single additional member of the 
hunt was invited to wear its button and 
colors during the entire past season; in 
fact, many more members do not have 
colors than do. Some of the uninvited 
have been club members for several years 
and have hunted regularly. Additionally, 
one of the uninvited was a club officer 
the entire year. This failure of the M.F.H, 
is most discouraging to the membership. 
It deprives them of a large part of the 
pageantry of hunting, and thus fails to 
encourage enthusiasm for the sport. A 
team player wants to wear his team’s 
uniform; a lodge member wears its pin. 

There is a feeling that colors must be 
earned - agreed; but earned how? Some 
feel that one must have been a club 
officer, or to have contributed important- 
ly; but if the same people hold these 
offices year after year, how do others 
earn colors? - and important contributions 
have a habit of being monetary in big, 
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round numbers. These standards defeat 
the purpose and tend to create cliques. 

Hunt colors are, and should be, club 
colors to be worn by all members in good 
standing who hunt regularly and actively 
support the club. Colors should be awarded 
to new members early in the season (to 
give him an opportunity to purchase the 
necessary gear) or whenever one dem- 
onstrates that he is a definite asset to the 
group. To fail to invite a member to 
wear the button after a reasonable period 
of time is a clear indication of censorship, 
To fail to award colors by the end of the 
season isa Clear invitation not to subscribe 
the following year. If you do not want 
someone in your club, reject his applica- 
tion; if you accept his application, welcome 
him wholeheartedly. Don’t keep him 
dangling month after month; give him his 
colors - after he has shown he is indeed 
a foxhunter. 

This is avery delicate matter to broach 
with the Master - especially when one 
is of the uninvited; it will ensure that 
one remains that way. Yet I know that if 
colors are awarded early and liberally 
more people will turn out; they will 
procure better mounts and tack; and, 
most important, they will become 
vigorous, enthusiastic supporters instead 
of hopeful, passive aspirants. Foxhunting 
would certainly grow.

paralleled by wonderful galloping fields. 
At the south tip is a patch of woods with 
heavy undergrowth in which hounds have 
found since time immemorial. Labor Day 
was no exception. A big red fox was 
hallooed away and took us on a grand 
gallop back the way we had come, across 
the railroad and into Blue Cut again where 
the fox was put to ground. The fast pace 
and heat of the day were by this time 
taking toll on the pack, which was glad 
of the opportunity to splash in Sycamore 
Creek, Several horses also tried to lie 
down in it with their riders up, but no 
swimming was permitted until later inthe 
day at Mr. Berger’s pool. 

Hunting was again first rate when we 
met at Camargo Stables the following 
Saturday at the chilly hour of 6:15, A 
warm welcome, however, was extended to 
our former honorary whipper-in, Mr. 
Harry Prentice, now a Californian who 
hunts in the Chronicle, For the first time 
in quite a few hunts a fox was gotten up 
in Mr. Vanderbilt’s and some very good

hound work was apparent as the line 
wound through the park-like woods and 
streams. When it was overrun near the 
east boundary, the field saw Trader, a 
cross-bred, sweep out boldly and announce 
the recovery of the line. The pack was 
brought on handily and the good run 
continued. A loss in the cornfield was 
averted and hounds finally put him to 
ground in the impenetrable thicket behind 
Mr.Wyman’s, Although Longacres and the 
race course woods were drawn after this, 
scent had evaporated in hot sun on hard 
ground, Mr. William Harrison of Rome, 
Italy, was also welcomed as the guest of 
Mr. Wulsin, Joint MFH. 

Tuesday September 15th was the third 
of three fine cub hunts. A field of 25 led 
by Acting Master Harold Le Blond met at 
Mrs. Stephenson’s Meshewa Farm at 6:15, 
14 couple of hounds were hacked to Mr. 
Lamson’s where they were put into a 
wooded hillside near a recently used earth, 
Commodore, a young English hound, spoke 
almost at once. It was a pleasure to see 
the other hounds honor him without delay. 
Commodore is out of Sally, by Cruiser, 
both imported from the Limerick pack by 
Mrs. John Rodes (now a member of the 
Iroquois Hunt) in 1955. The field mean- 
time viewed a fox running north, but the 
pack, in full cry and invisible due to the 
thick under growth, sounded as if it was 
heading across the road to the south. So 
the staff and field sped southward too 
soon, discovering in a few minutes that 
the hounds had not crossed but were on 
the line of the viewed fox after all. This 
made for some extra distance and a very 
speedy gallop to an earth in back of the 
former Pettengill residence where the fox 
went in, 

Next we drew Mrs. Kroger’s where a 
game red fox gave us the longest run of 
the season beginning close to Cunningham 
Road. Breaking from Herschede’s Woods 
he loped across two open fields in which 
the sun was just beginning to dispel the 
cool ground mist, and picking up speed 
he ran along and then into the woods on 
the hillside overlooking the Little Miami 
River. From here the fox, instead of run- 
ning into the heavier woods to the west 
thereby slowing or ending our run, took 
the open fields toward the Kroger barns, 
veering sharply at last into a deep ravine. 

From a hillside nearby the entire field, 
considerably winded, watched as the 
hounds lost for a moment, recast them- 
selves, and flew off with renewed music 
up the ravine. They fled past the place 
where we had last killed in the Spring, 
and finally completed a circle through 
Herschede’s Woods without stopping to an 
earth on the eastern slopes. 

Good weather overhead with ideal 
scenting conditions have been only partly 
responsible for the fine sport enjoyed so 


far by Camargo. In addition the pack 
shows the results of many hours of early 
morning roadwork put in by the staff, 
This was an intensified ritual at dawn 
during August, 6 days a week. It also 
included 6 ‘‘pre-cub’’ hunts enjoyed by 
some of the nearest neighbors of the 
Kennels.

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DEMOCRAT MEMORIAL TROPHY 

The event at the National Horse Show, 
Madison Square Garden, previously known 
as the International Military Special, has 
been renamed the Democrat Memorial 
Trophy, in honor of the great jumper 
Democrat, former bulwark of the U, S,. 
Equestrian Jumping Team, who died 
earlier this year at Whitney Stone’s 
Morven Farm, Charlottesville, Va. 

Democrat was foaled May 22, 1933 as 
U. S. Army horse 3J6 at Fort Robinson, 
Nebr., and was named after the party 
of the same name, which had just taken 
office. 

His fabulous career in the ‘*big time”’ 
began in 1940 at the National Horse Show 
in New York City. World War II sent him 
into retirement, but by 1946 he was back 
in action, steadily winning, and preparing 
for the 1948 Olympics in which he dis- 
tinguished himself as part of the U.S, 
Army jumping team, ridden by the then 
Capt. F. W. Wing. That Fall, however, is 
the Army mechanized all its Cavalry 
units, Democrat sank back into obscurity 
once again. 

With the 1952 Olympics approaching, 
a group of private citizens, among them 
Whitey Stone of New York and“‘Morven”, 
determined to raise the funds and find 
the horses and riders to give the U. S. 
proper equine representation in the 
Games. They succeeded doubly well for 
not only did they raise the required 
initial amount, but they brought Democrat 
out of retirement to crown his long career 
with high honors at Helsinki and in three 


international shows at Harrisburg, Pa., 
New York City and Toronto, 


Although then 19 years old, which is ° 


about 60 in humans, this great jumper, 
ridden by John Russell and William 
Steinkraus, exceeded every hope held for 
him as a defender of American sports 
laurels.
